H e ia l a Curiosity Tan Years Ago Now 
Rival 
Societies 
Had 
Plumville 
Used by the Ton. 
Philosopher Whipsawed. 


A few years ago the rare metal va­ 
nadium was scarcely mentioned out­ 
side of classes in chemistry; now its 
eses are so various that metallurgists 
have spent much time in devising bet­ 
ter and cheaper ways of extracting it 
from its ores. 
Probably its most important use is 
as a coini>onent of steel, to which it 
Imparts a wonderful resistance. 
Va­ 
nadium steel appears to owe its qual­ 
ities partly to the fact that vanadium 
relieves the steel of its oxygen and 
nitrogen, which weakens it. 
Besides this use, vanadium is used 
to prepare indelible inks, in combina­ 
tion with tannin and alkalies; for the 
oxidation of aniline in making aniline 
black; to make sulphuric acid by the 
oxidation of sulphurous acid and in the 
manufacture of various metallic pig­ 
ments. 
It also serves as a coloring agent for 
ceramics and glassware, is a compon­ 
ent of a newly discovered developer 
used in photography and has been em­ 
ployed in medicine for the treatment 
of tuberculosis. 
Between 50 and 75 tons yearly are 
now used, and it is worth about $1 a 
pound.

A few years ago the rare metal va- 


nadium was scarcely mentioned out- 
vide of classes In chemistry; now its 
uses are so various that metallurgists 
lukYf spent much time In devising bet- 
ter and cheaper ways of extracting It 
from its ores. 


Probably its most Important use is 
«s a comixment of steel, to which it 
Imparts a wonderful resistance. Va- 
nadium steel appears to owe its qual- 
ities partly to the fact that vanadium 
relieves the steel of its oxygen antl 
nitrogen, which weakens it. 


Besides this use, vanadium is used 


to prepare Indelible inks, in combina- 
tion with tannin and alkalies; for the 
oxidation of aniline in making aniline 
black: to make sulphuric acicl by the 
oxidation of sulphurous acid and in the 
manufacture of various metallic pig- 
ments. 


It also serves as a coloring agent for 


ceramics and glassware, is a compon- 
ent of a newly discovered developer 
used in photography and has been em- 
plojed in medicine for the tieatment 
of tuberculosis. 


Between fiO and 75 tons yearly are 


now used, and it is worth about $4 a 
pound.

fessional marble cutter, who roughly

certain costs of freight may be saved.

The rough carving Is then done by 


the marble cutter, who so shapes the 
block as to give it the general out- 


1 line. He first drills a series of holes 
' in the block and then chops off the 


I pieces.—Illustrated Sunday Magazine.
